CITY WITNESSES SAY IT’S BAD, 


Testimony Against the Garfield Park Club

The Garfield Park club’s injunction case 
was covtinued yesterday before Master in 
Chancery Barber, the complainants finishing 
their case and the city calling its first witness. 


The event of the day was the allegation that 


Sydney J. Rawson, who swore out some of 
the complaints upon which the racing park was 
raided, was coached by City Detective Berry 
and signed the complaints after they had been 
prepared by Attorney Bliss, to whom Chief of 
Police McClaughry introduced him. 

The attorneys for the Garfield Park club 
propose to impeach the testimony of Rawson. 
While Rawson was still on the witness stand 
the clerk in the office of Knight & Brown ap- 
peared before Justice Randall H. White and 
attempted to get out a warrant for his arrest, 
charging gim with perjury. Justice White re- 
fused to issue the warrant, maintaining that it 
was not drawn up in proper form and that the 
information presented by the complainants 
was not sufficient. 

It was then announced that Rawson would 
be arrested on the charge of perjury as soon 
as the case before Master in Chancery Barber 
was concluded. It is claimed that he is a per- 
jurer inasmuch as he swore out the informa- 
tion against the officials of the Garfield Park 
track when he knew nothing about them.

SAYS THERE Is A SMUGGLING SYNDICATE. 
Arrested for Bringing Chinese in from 
Canada—Sam Moy with Them. 

Derrorr, Mich, Sept. 28.—[Special. |— 
The police captured two men last night who 
are now expected to reveal the secrets of the 
gang who during tte last few months have 
smuggled hundreds of Cthnamen in from 
Canada. They were Sam Moy, Chicago mer- 
chant, and a white man giving the name of R. 
L. Montgomery of New York. They had with 
tuem two Chinamen who had evidently just, 


been smuggled over. Montgomery was at 


once locked up with the new arrivals, but for 
some reason Sam Moy was at once 
released. Last night Montgomery as- 
serted his innocence, but after a night 
spent in jail he changed his 
mind and this morning sent for a Deputy 
United States Marshal, to whom he made a 
confession. He said he was acting for a syn- 
dicate of Chicago, New York, and Detroit 
men of high standing. The police say names 
were given, but they refuse to give them out. 
Sam Moy is implicated and will be arrested. 
Montgomery will escape prosecution for 
turning State’s evidence. It is believed 
Montgomery’s principals will be arrested 
at once. Montgomery vas brought 
here to testify in the cases of two 
Chinamen on trial. Sam Moy has been here 
several weeks helping his capturea country- 
men, and presumably running the blockade 
with contrabands between times. He has also 
acted as interpreter on several occasions. 
When the two Celestials were captured last 
night he was anxious to serve as interpreter, 
but the United States Marshal refused his 
services. He has escaped the officers and it is 
supposed he has left town.

PROOF OF CLAIM TO AN IMMENSE ESTATE, 


Edwardses Believe They Will Soon Pos- 
sess $400,000,000 of New York Land. 

Dayton, O., Sept. 28.— Special. —By the 
arrival of William Edwards of Greenburg, S. 
U., in this city today the story of the $400,- 
000,000 now involved in the Edwards estate 
in New York is revived. The story in brief 
is this: In 1783 King George III. of England 
leased forty acres of ground now lying in the 
heart of New York City, near Trinity Church. 
The lease was for 100 years, and ex- 
pired in 1883. In a short time after 
leasing the land King George released it to 
a man named Rowe, who sold it. The iease 
was not recorded in America but in England, 
and the Americans who bought the land knew 
nothing of it. When the hundred years rolled 
by the heirs of the Edwards estate began to 
look up the lease. William Edwards, who 
came here to see the attorney of the other two 
Edwards heirs who reside here, says 
that he found the original lease in 
an old Bible in South Carolina, where his 
graadfather settled years ago. He went to 
Europe last summer and got a certified copy 
of the lease from the Queen’s Court, signed by 
Queen Elizabeth. With this and other proofs 
he claims that the case will soon be settled. 
Robert G. Ingersoll is attorney for the prop- 
erty-owners who now incumber the forty 
acres. He has offered the Edwards heirs 
$250,000,000 for their claims. John J. Ingails 
of Kansas, Col. Stewart of Kentucky, H. Clay 
King, and F. M. Compton of this city are the 
attorneys for the heirs. 


SOPHOMORES PUT UNVER THE PUMP. 


Freshmen at Lake Forest Take a Moist Re- 
venge on Their Enemies.

A telephone connection between New York 
and Chicago has been the dream of telephone 
engineers for years. Alexander Bell a month 
or two ago spoke of it to an interviewer in 
this city as an achievement which would prove 
the adaptability of the telephone to distance 
and would also enormously widen its uses. 

A man interested in the project said last 
night: The Long-Distance Telephone com- 
pany’s officials are averse to talking for pub- 
lication until everything is complete, Con- 
versations have been held over long wires 
with success. Yet the enterprise must be cou- 
sidered as experimental, although there is not 
a reasonable doubt that it will prove a perfect 
success. The conservatism of telephone peo- 
ple will prevent them from talking, but that 
they know everything is all right is best 
evinced by the fact that they have made ar- 
rangements to codperate with the Chicago 
Telephone company and have besides rented 
an office and will have it open in a few days. 

The Long-Distance company’s office, he 
said, would be ip the Rand & McNally Build- 
ing on the Quincy street side. Their wires 
will terminate there and connections with city 
telephones will be made through the Chicago 
Telephone company’s stations. 

“Metallic circuits are necessary in long- 
distance work, said he, and to get the best 
results big wires are best. Many details re- 
main to be settled, and possibly little defects 
will develop which will have to be removed. 
But the line will be working soon.”’ 

The insider said he could not undertake to 
estimate how much the telephone would be 
used, nor could he give any idea of the tariff 
which would be charged. A man somewhat 
acquainted with the subject said: 

„The Long-Distance Telephone company’s 
connections between New York and Baltimore, 
Boston and Buffalo are used by hundreds of 
people. I’ve heard of journeys out of town 
being saved by using the instrument for five 
minutes to explain a matter which couldn’t be 
settled in a day’s telegraphing.”’ .

ONE OF THE BIG GUNS NEARLY FINISHED 


It Is Expected to Throw a 1,000-Pound 
Shot Thirteen Miles. 

Wasutnatow, D. C., Sept. 28.— The last of 
the jackets has been slipped over the breech 
of the 13-inch gun at the Washington Navy- 
Yard and the immense piece of ordnance is 
now nearing completion. The work is one 
of more than usual interest and every step is 
being carefully watched by Capt. Sampson, 
the inspector of the yard. The gun will be 
the largest ever made in this country dy the 
built-up process. This modern steel rifle is 
made of thirteen separate pieces of metal ex- 
clusive of the complex carriage. Its total 
length is 40 feet, its diameter at the breech is 
an inch more than four feet, and it tapers to a 
thickness of 21 inches at the muzzle. When 
finished the gun will weigh nearly 158,000 
pounds, It requires more than a quarter ofa 
ton of powder to load for one discharge, but 
that quantity is expected to hurl a shell weigh- 
ing 1,000 pounds a distance of twelve or 
thirteen miles at the extraordinary velocity of 
2.100 feet a second. When finished its con- 
struction will have occupied six months, but 
better time can be made with the other guns 
of this caliber that are to be built.

PROPOSALS FOR TWO MORE WARSHIPS. 


The Navy Department Issues Instructions 
Concerning a Cruiser and a Battle Ship. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Sept. 28.—Under the 

authority conferred by the last Naval Appro- 
priation bill, providing for the construction of 
two new vessels for the navy—one a seagoing 
battle ship of 9,000 tons displacement and one 
an armored cruiser of 8,000 tons displacement 
—proposals were today issued by the Navy 
Department tor their construction. The con- 
tract work guarantees that when the battle 
ship is completed and tested the speed shall 
be not less than an average of sixteen knots 
per hour maintained successfully for four con- 
secutive hours. The contract for the con- 
struction of the cruiser requires that it must 
develop a speed of not less than twenty knots 
under the same conditions as are prescribed 
for the battle ship. Each vessel must be com- 
pleted within three years from the date of the 
contract and proposals must include the con- 
struction of both the vessel and its machinery, 
complete in all respects.

Sharpers Attempt to Fleece an Illinois 
Farmer—They Showed Fight. 

Paris, III., Sept. 28.—[Special. |—Joseph 
Red ion, a wealthy farmer living three miles 
north of Paris, played monte this afternoon 
with two traveling sharpers.

DEMOCRATIC COMMITTEEMEN DO 
NOT KNOW WHAT TO DO, 


Anti-Snappers Demand That a Third Tick- 
et Be Put Up in New York City, Urging 
That Haters.of Tammany Willi Then 
Come Out and Vote—All This Urged at 
a Conference but No Action ‘Taken— 
Motion to Quash the Peck Indictment 
Shows the Irregular Proceedings. 


New York, Sept. 28.—[Special.]—The un- 
ruly anti-suappers, who will not follow the 
advice of William R. Grace in the matter of 
nominating an anti-Tammany Democratic 
city ticket, met tne Democratic National com- 
mittee today face to face, and nobody yet 
knows whether.there will be an anti-Tammany 
ticket in the field or not. Mr. Grace saw the 
National committee before his twhile fol- 
lowers did. He met Chairman Harrity, Sec- 
retaries Sheerin and Smalley. and Messrs. 
Whitney, Sheehan, Brice, Gorman, and 
Quincy. Mr. Grace us in the position where 
he cannot oppose a third ticket, because he 
cannot afford to desert the people in this city 
who stood by him in the Syracuse movement, 
yet be urged the National committee to do all 
in its power to discourage the men who 
were to call later in the day, In this respect 
the National committee thinks Mr. Grace is 
playing fair with them. : | 

The third ticket misajonaries arrived at 
4:10, were ushered up-stairs, and met Chair- 
man Harrity, Campaign Chairman Dickinson, 
Mr. Quincy, and Campaign Secretary Small- 
ey. conference lasted four hours. At the 
conclusion each man pledged himself to give 
no information about what had happened, 
The visitors also themselves to take 
no action until they saw the National Commit- 
tee again. Friday night they will make a re- 
port to the body which appoiuted them, and 
after that no one can tell what will happen. 

Dr. Parker, who was the spokesman, made 
a long address in favor of a third ticket, pre- 
facing it with the statement that the Visiting 
committee could not be bound by agything 
the National committee might say.

Murphy and Sheshan of the State committee 
that a third ticket would be disastrous, It is 
understood, however, that Messrs. Dickinson 
and Quincy expressed themselves as unsettled 
in mind as to what would be the best thing to 
do.

IRREGULAR METHODS IN PECK’S CASE, 


Motion to Quash the Indictment Sets Forth 
the Persecution Behind the Action. 

Arpany, N. ., Sept. 28.—[Special.]— 
Another of the three actions brought by the 
mugwumps against Commissioner of Labor 
Statistics Peck because he refused to make 
public his private communications came up 
before the Court of County, Sessions today. 
Mr. Peck’s counsel, Mr. Mtegan, moved to 
quash the indictment, setting forth his 


reasons: 

That on Sept. 16 an application was made before 
Justice Gutmann for a warrant against Mr. Peck. 
On that application evidence was taken in secret 
and then published to the world. The warrant 
was granted. Mr. Peck was arrested and de- 
manded an examination. This was accord- 
ed and the case was adjourned until 
tomorrow. Mr. Peck giving bail to appear at that 
time, when he would have been prepared with ev- 
idence to prove his innocence beyond doubt. 
Now while the case was pending in the police 
court, with the defendant on bail to appear for 
examination, the District Attorney, in con, 
tempt of the police court and magis- 
trate, takes the evidence and. going be- 
fore the grand jury, secures an indictment 
for the same crime with which Mr. Peck was 
charged inthe police court, which fact is also 
published broadcast with the design of blacken- 
ing Mr. Peck's character and throwing discredit 
upon his official administration. This was done 
without Mr. Peck having had an opportunity 
of challenging the array of grand jurors. The 
action of the District-Attorney was irregular be- 
cause the case was pending in the police court. 

District-Attorney Eaton (Mugwump) tried 
to force a plea out of Mr. Peck, but Judge 
Clute, considering that the points raised by 
Mr. Peck’s counsel were of more than ordi- 
pary force, adjourned to Monday, when he 
will give a decision on the motion to quash 


the indictment. 
JOINT DEBATE AT CHARITON, IA, 


of the Constitution Upon the Pro- 
tective Laws Considered, 
Cuarrron, Ia., Sept. 28.— Special. — The 
legal candidates had a joint debate tonight, J. 
Y. Stone and Judge Willard, nominees for the 


Attorney-Generalship, opposing one another. 
As the debate was about to begin the electric 
lights went out and it was found necessary to 
send out and get lamps. After levying on all 
the stores and private residences near the 
opera-house a sufficient number of lamps were 
obtained and the debate was commenced. 
. Lieut.-Gov. Bestow presided and L. F. Maple 
acted as Chairman for the Republicans and C. 
W. Stewart as Chairman for the Democrats. 

Mr. Stone had the opening and spoke for 
an hour. Judge Willard followed him for an 
hour and a half, and Mr. Stone closed with a 
half-hour speech in answer to his Democratic 
competitor. From the start Mr. Stone took 
up the discussion of the tariff question. 
He charged the Democratic party with 
advocating the Southern industrial idea 
that the North should be reduced to an 
agricultural country, to a food producing sec- 
tion merely, and that the Southshould contro! 
the cotton market of the world. This would 
be amore advantageous situation for the 
Southern planters than uader the old slavery 
régime. This Southern idea, he said, was in- 
troduced as far back as the days of John C. 
Calhoun, and he quoted from a book entitled 
Cotton Is King the utterances of promi- 
nent Southerners of that period. Fol ow ing 
out this idea he said: 

This plan was more important to them now 
through the existence of the contract and rental 
system, and to this end their statesmen had gone 
into a contract with Great Britain to make this 
country a free trade country. This idea con- 
trolled the majority of the delegates to the Chi- 
¢ago convention and they forced Cleveland and 
his friends to the wall bya vote on the tariff 
plank of 564 to 342. But Cleveland was 
nominated, and after long waiting he 
has written a letter of acceptance. He 
is making a desperate effort to so modify the sit u- 
ation to suit the Northern Democrats, while he 
depends on the Democrats of the South to vote 
the ticket anyhow. His letter 1s a despairing 
effort to rescue the Democratic party from the 
fatal results of adopting the Reathers industrial 
free trade idea, but he practically confesses that 
free trade is dangerous by tne fact that he pleads 
in extenuation that no danger exists.

“They can doit if they want to.“ Mr. Spooner 
did not care to talk about the matter until it 
was out of the court. 

“The apportionment,” he said, however, 
will necessarily have to be fair and equal. 
The extra session will have to be called with- 
out delay. I trust that we have seen the last 
of the gerrymander in Wisconsin, and I don’t 
believe that either party will hereafter dare to 
apportion he State in any other way than is 
provided in the Constitution.“

So Says Ex-Senator John C. Spooner—

GERMAN CATHOLICS DEMAND SEP. 
ARATE EDUCATION. 


They Pass Resolutions Denouncing Any 
State Action of a Compulsory Nature 
and Indorse the Protest of the Bishop 
of Illinois—This Question Made a Politi- 
cal One—Restoration of the Temporal 
Power of the Pope—Pan-Presbyterian 
Council on the Chinese Question. . 

Newark, N. J., Sept. 28.— We approve 
what St. Peter approved; we recommend 
what he recommends; we condemn what he 
condemns; and we tolerate what he tolerates,“ 
were declarations in the resolutions speaking 
of the school question at the closing meeting 
of the great German Catholic convention to- 
night. Caledonia Park Hall was zrowded to the 
limit of ité capacity. Over 6,000 persons were 


there. Opiniong were expressed that the reso- 


lutions would be sensational, and there were 
many persons of other religions present.

that they endanger good morals or the Catholic 
religion. On the contrary we wish to di- 
rect you to such societies as are fully 
approved by our ecclesiastical superiors. Holy 
Father, we hail with filial delight the approaching 
fiftieth anniversary of the consecration of our 
Holy Father. Leo XIII., as Bishop, and we take 
this 1 with the utmost satisfaction to 
offer the successor of the prince of apostles 
our heartfelt congratulations, and extend to 
him the assurance of our deepest rev- 
erence, perfect obedience, and unwavering 
allegiance. Fully conscious that the uncondition- 
al submission tothe teachings of the Holy See 
has always n and will be a characteristic of 
the true child of the Holy Church, we behold the 
magnificent encyclical by which the great Leo 
XIII. has elucidated in a masterly manner the 
most I questions of the present day, and 
especially the social question, the motor of our 
thoughts and vur actions, 

Demand Temporal Restoration. 

We renew expressly and in all its parts the

No national or 
international principles in law. no sover- 
eignity of a people, can ever indorse or sanction 
an usurpation conflicting with the freedom and 
independence guaranteed to the head of the 
church by the divine founder. and injuring se- 
verely the sacred interests of 200,000,000 Catho- 
lics, the entirely free exercise of the apostolic 
power, according to God’s ordinance, intimately 
connected as well with the welfare of the entire 
church as with the territorial independence of 
the Holy See. and accord that freedom in the full 
meaning of the word. 

Rome as the natural seat of the Papacy, as the 
center of the church, as the metropolis of the 
Catholic world, belongs to the Popes (letter of 
Leo XIII. to Cardinal Rampolla), who, more- 
over, used the rights of sovereignty acquired in 
justice and sealed by solemn contracts for the 
welfare of Italy, Europe, and the whole world as 
benefactors of mankind. Recent events, especially 
the selection of our glorious reigning Pontiff, Leo 
XIII., to settle by arbitration our international 
controversy; the Pope's recent excellent en- 
cyclicals on the most important and burning top- 
ics, especially on the condition of labor, have

On motion of Prof. Rentoul of Australia the 
resolution already adopted on this subject was 
recommended, the telegram read being sent to 
the committee with it. The conference passed 
a resolution protesting against the alarming 
increase of divorces and asking that the 
divorce legislation of respective committees 
represented be brought up to a genuine 
Christian standpoint.

TO STUDY SOCIAL PROBLEMS, 


Wisconsin Congregationalists Will Form a 


Society for This Purpose. 

Mitwavuxer, Wis., Se 28. —[Special. ]—

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TALKS OF THE TRUST. 


MR. MILCHRIST’S VIEWS OF THE 
FIGHT ON THE COMBINE. 


All of the Dealers of the Opinion That It 
Will Be Impossible to Prove That a 
Trust Exists—Oue of Them Can See No 
Possible Benefit to Consumers from the 
Contemplated Action of the State’s-At- 
torney—Views of J. W. Brock, Attorney 

for the Combine, 

The action of State’s-Attorney Longenecker 
in the Circuit Court to prevert the Philadel- 
phia and Reading Coal and Iron company 
from selling anthracite coal in Cook County 
created much interest among the retail deal- 
ers in coal in the city as well as among the 
consumers, , 

Some of the lesser dealers seem to think the 
action timely and that it will result in good. 
Leading dealers, however, express the opinion 
that the action will come to naught unless it 
be additional expense to the State. Among 
this number may be mentioned David Rutter, 
No. 98 Dearborn street; Watson, Little & Co., 
corner of Washington and Dearborn; W. P. 
Rend & Co., No. 152 Madison; George G. 
Pope, No. 162 Dearborn; and Robert Law, 
No. 225 Dearborn. 

One and all of the coal dealers mentioned 
expressed the opinion that the State’s-Attor- 
ney would find it very hard, if not impossible, 
to prove that a trust existed. 

Mr. Law said it would be very hard to sell 
coal cheaper than at the present market price 
when it cost $2.50 per ton to mine it and $4 
per ton gross to freight it to the city. Mr. 
Pope thought substantially fhe same thing, 
but stated that he knew too little about the 
matter to express an intelligent opinion. 

Mr. Skeel was out of the city, and his chief 
clerk stated he had no opinion to express. 

Mr. David Rutter expressed himself as fol- 
lows: 

No Money in the Retail Trade. 


There has been no money in the retail coal 
trade for the last five years. The necessities of 
the Philadelphia Coal and Iron company for 
money to meet their fixed charges have resulted 


during that entire time in their being obliged to | 


mine, ship, and sell large quantities of coal. The 
other producing and carryi companies have 
been forced to meet in all markets the competi- 
tion of this magnificent run; the result has 

that all consumers of anthracite coal have prac- 
tically been in position to dictate just what they 
would pay for their coal. And while the prices 
have not touched as low a figure as mn years 
ago, when coal retailed in Chicago at $4 per ton, 
the advance in the cost of production, transpor- 
tation, and the handling charges have made 
the results to the 83888 as unsatisfactory as 
they were then. The objection to the present 
combine isnot so much in the maaner of their 
doing business, as dealers and consumers become 
used to their methods, as what would seem to me 
to be a better polisy to have maintained a some- 
what lower price than at present, and taken two 
years to have made the money that they will now 
make in one season. 

Coal today is not as high as it ag ten yonte eee 
in this market, and people paid the price then 
willingly; but during the past five years of the 
coal trade dealers made infernal fools of them- 
selves in their efforts to get rid of coal at any 
price, regardless of cost, and it spo any de- 
sire to allow a reasonable price. 

To all intents and —1 40 there is a combina- 
tion (nota trust), t it is a hard one to prove, 
evade, or monkey with. I would prefer to see

There is no combination among the an- 
thracite coal producers, and I believe that I

Claims Operators Suffer Loss. 


In the first place the anthracite coal operators 
of Pennsylvania have been min coal at a big 
loss. Their capital has not only been wasted, but 
the mines have diminished in value by reason of 
the fact that the amount of ceal in them has 
growing less. The wages of the miners were mis- 
erably low. These results were reached by fierce 
and unrestricted competition, and fact that 
the last few winters have been exceedingly mild, 
F consumption of 1 
little coal. Now, it was to stop this waste 
demoralization that the coal operators got to- 
gether, and the big ones secured possession or 
control of the little ones. Then they decided that 
the public must not expect to get coal mined ata 
loss. They only asked a fair profit. There was 
nothing unlawful or morally wrong in what the 
did. They did just what is done nowadays in a 
our big cities where all our big merchants buy 
out a troublesome rival who is selling goods ata 
loss in order to get custom. Now, since the 
agreement has gone into effect, coal has gone up 
to $7.25 in Chicago. That may seem a big price, 
bus it isn't when you take all the factors which 


one-half a cent a mile, or $4.50 per ton. Then, 
too, the miners are getting bigger wages than 
they have received in years. They are paid ac- 
cording to the price of coal on a sliding scale. 
The fact that the freight rates,ceuse the increase 
is easily demonstrated, because in Philadelphia, 
which is only ninety miles from the mines, anthra- 
cite coal costs $5.25 per ton. The cost of coal 2

e cars at the mines is $1.75 of $2 per ton 
freight charges to Chicago make the price 


or $6. 

The wholesale and retail dealer must get a 
profit out of it, and then there is the cost of 
handling and delivering, which cannot be less 
than $1 per ton. So, when every item is taken 
into consideration you can see the alleged coal 
trust doesn’t make much. I figure that the profit 
to the operators is 0 cents a ton. I doubt if the 
anti-trust laws can ever be brought to bear effect- 
ually to break up the agreement. There certainly 
is no attempt to limit the output, and if they 
have a commodity to sell and ask a ce price 
for it that is their business. 

District-Attorney Milchrist said yesterday 
he was confident the State’s-Attorney would 
be successful in his fight against the coal 
trust. Mr. Longenecker had several confer- 
ences with Mr. Milchrist before the bill was 
filed by the State’s-Attorney. Mr. Milchrist 
gave Mr. Longenecker some valuable advice, 
secured some months ago, wen the coal trust 
was under investigation by the Federal grand 


jury here.

CLEVELAND’SSUBSTITUTE FOR THE FREE 
' RADE PLANK. ? 

The reader will find below in parallel col- 
umns the Democratic tariff plank adopted by 
a vote of nearly two-thirds of the party in Na- 
tional convention and the substitute for it 
laboriously prepared by Mr. Cleveland and 
incorporated in his letter of acceptance:

The Democratic plank is for free trade of 
the English model. 
for revenue only, and which therefore give no 
protection. Consequently it is against duties 
on competitive goods, because they would be 
protective and “unconstitutional and rob- 
bery.”” Mr. Cleveland has flopped. He is 
now against free trade. He says that it is 
„impossible“ and a mere “specter,” and that 
the Democrats do not aim at the “ precipita- 
tion of free trade.“ The platform demands 
„free raw materials,. That means that all 
duties should be taken off lumber, iron ore, 
coal, wool, barley, ete. Mr. Cleveland says 
he is in favor of freer raw materials.“ That 
28, he only wants the duties on the above-men- 
tioned articles lowered somewhat—how much 
he does not say. Therefére he does not ap- 
prove of the action of the last Democratic 
House in taking all the duty off wool. 

Mr. Cleveland says the tariff should be re- 
adjusted and tariff burdens carefully dis- 
tributed,” but no exterminating war should 
be waged against any American interests.“ The 
straddle tariff plank prepared by the commit- 
tee of which Majah Jones was Chairman said 
that the tariff laws should be revised, and 
that in making such revision it was “‘not pro- 
posed to injure any domestic industries. The 
plank containing those sentences was voted 
down by the convention—564 to 342, The 
couvention took the advice of Mr. Watterson 
to “reject this monstrosity which has been 
hurled among you, and adopt in its place the 
simple, lucid, and true [free trade] amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Neal. Mr. Cleveland 
has dared to replace the monstrosity.”’ 

Mr. Cleveland has slumped not merely as 
regards the platform but his own speech of 
acceptance as well. In that he said that he 
was opposed to anything which even swelied 
indirectly the accumulations of a favored 
few.“ That is, he was against indirect pro- 
tection then—against that protection which 
follows in the wake of any duty, no matter 
how low, which is levied on competitive goods. 
He says in substance in his letter of accept- 
ance that he has not the least objection to du- 
ties which afford protection so long as they 
are duly labaled revenue duties. 

In view of this repudiation by a Presiden- 
tial candidate of the great distinctive policy 
of his party—a repudiation all the, more of- 
fensive because of the sneaking and crawfish- 
ing way in which it is done—it is the duty of 
the gentleman to whom the letter of. 
acceptance is written, the Hon. Mr. Wil- 
son of West Virginia, who was the Chair- 
man of the converftion, who is a strong free 
trader, and who voted for the plank which 
Cleveland disowns, to return the letter to its 
writer, saying to him that he has overlooked 
the fact that prior to his nomination a plat- 
form was adopted by the convention for its 
candidate to stand on; that he has made no 
reference whatever to that declaration of prin- 
ciples, but says things in direct variance with 
that platform which will surprise the mem- 
bers of the convention; and that they would 
be pleased to hear from him why he has ut- 
tered declarations in conflict with the plat- 
form on vital issues. - 

Should the answer be unsatisfactory the 
Chairman should call the convention together 
again to depose a candidate who would not 
accept his party’s creed, but who took a nomi- 
nation from one organization and his princi- 
ples from another, and replace him by a man 
less notable for fat but more conspicuous for 
loyalty to his party’s principles. 


A MUGWUMP SUPPRESSING THE FACTS. 

An evening mugwump Chicago paper pro- 
duces with airs of triumph the following sen- 
tence, which it says it finds near the begin- 
ning of Cleveland’s letter of acceptance: 

This theory of tariff legislation manifestly en- 
joins strict economy in public expenditures and 
their limitation to legitimate public uses, inas- 
much as it exhibits as absolute extortion any ex- 
action, by way of taxation, from tho substance of 
the people beyond the necessities of a careful and 
proper administration of government. 


Then the mugwump adds, with self-satisfied 
ignorance: 

This may be asomewhat ponderous bludgeon, 
but it does the business. It drops upon the Re- 
publican prediction that the tariff reformer would 
straddle with the simple and massive suffi- 
ciency of a pile-driver. 

On the whole it would be, perhaps, incorrect 
to say that Mr. Cleveland has “straddled.” 
He may have intended to do so, but if so he 
has fallen off the fence on the protection side, 
and has not time before election day either to 
get back on the fence or into the free trade 
pastures. 

If the mugwump editor had penetrated 
deeper into the tangled obscurities of Mr. 
Cleveland’s letter and had not stopped short 
with the first ponderous platituds he would 
have caught Mr. Cleveland in the act of re- 
pudiating the free trade plank of his party. 
Or it may be that the editor did read the let- 
ter through, or with characteristic mugwump 
dishonesty suppressed the closing platitudes 
which crush free trade flat. Senator Judah 
P. Benjamin got up in the Senate once and 
read an elaborate argument by John Quiney 
Adams in favor of the right of secession, and 
exulted at the indorsement of that doctrine 
by a Massachusetts man. After he had fin- 
ished a Republican Senator arose and read on 
from the point where Benjamin had stopped. 
After having stated the case for secession as 
strongly as he could Mr. Adams went on to 
say, Now what can be more absurd than 
this argument?” 

It is true that towards the beginning of his 
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letter Mr. Cleveland states the Democratic 
case against protection. He says it is unjust, 
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selfish, unfair, and contrary to the spirit of 


‘the Constitution. One who stopped reading 


at that point would say, “This man must be 
for free trade, which is the antipodes of that 
protection he attacks.” But after having 
finished stating the anti-protection free trade 
case Mr. Cleveland says: What An ve more 
absurd than this argument? Free trade is 
impossible. Therefore protection must be re- 
tained. Free trade is a specter which may 
alarm the timid but which never can ma- 
terialize. And even that specter must not be 
precipitated upon the people to terrify them. 
I am against free trade and for lower duties 
on raw materials. The growers of wool, the 
lumbermen, the men who work in the iron 
ore pits and the marble quarries need not 
fear that I intend to make raw materials free. 
I only mean to make them ‘freer’ than they 
are now. 

The mugwump paper should have been 
more careful or more honest. It is not too 
late for it, however, to tell its Democratic 
readers that Cleveland has renounced free 
trade and the doctrines of his message of 
1887 and has become a protectionist. 


A BREAKDOWN OF FREE TRADE. 

The junior Democratic organ, the former 
advocate of free trade, has read and under- 
stood the protection letter of acceptance of its 
eandidate. As it did not dare to reprove 
Senator Hill for talking protection, of course 
it does not dare to censure its Presidential 
candidate for writing it. But instead of tell- 
ing its readers what Cleveland actually does 
gay, it gives them the following curious milk 
and water version of his letter: 


While Mr. Cleveland does not advocate violent’ 
measures of reform, which would excite alarm and 
might prove detrimental to some interests, he 
evidently aims at the ultimate extirpation of the 
whole system of tariff favoritism. 

There is certainly nothing violent in his re- 
forms, which appear to be confined to lower- 
ing duties on raw materials and rearranging 
other duties. He pronounces free trade im- 


| possible, ana thus notifies the people that they 


will have to stick to protection. And the junior 
organ, eating its leek, endeavors to console it- 
self and readers with the reflection that Mr. 
Cleveland is aiming at the ultimate extirpa- 
tion“ of the tariff. Possibly so, but he does 
not expect it will come in his lifetime or that of 
Baby Ruth’s great-grandchildren. He expects it 
will come when the Federation of the 
World“ is formed and all nations are united 
in one zollverein. He hopes for the “ ulti- 
mate extirpation of the tariff as a temper- 
ance man for that of the appetite for alcohol; 
as the philanthropist for the disappearance of 
want and distress in the world. Mr. Cleve- 
land has some hopes that the day before 
Gabriel blows his horn, when all protective 
duties may be abolished, the United States 
will spend a day under the free trade 
dispensation as a sort of preparation for the 
terrors of the day of judgment. 

But these hopes are not the immediate free 
trade promised by the Democratic plank and 
preached by the junior organ before it was 
muzzled by Hill and Cleveland. First Hill 
flopped to protection ; then the Prophet flopped 
to protection; then the junior organ flopped, 
or something very like that gyratory motion. 
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CLEVELAND ON THE CURRRENCT-ANT- 
THING OR NOTHING, 

The letter in which Grover Cleveland for- 
mally accepts the Democratic nomination 
for the Presidency of the United States 
may be described as covering a great 
deal of ground in a very poor man- 
ner. His remarks on the currency ques- 
tion are especially vague and mushy, the 
sentiments expressed are of the milk and wa- 
ter variety, and if not meaningless his lan- 
guage is incomprehensible. This is what he 
had to say about money: 

The people are entitled to sound and honest 
money, abundantly sufficient in volume to supply 
their business needs, But whatever may be the form 
of the people’s currency, national or State—wheth- 
er gold, silver, or paper—it should be so regulated 
and guarded by governmental action, or by wise 
and careful laws, that noone can be deluded as to 
the certainty and stability of its value. 
Every dollar put into the hands of the people 
should be of the same intrinsic value or purchas- 
ing power. With this condition absolutely guar- 
anteed both gold and silver can be safely utilized 
upon equal terms in the adjustment of our cur- 
rency. In dealing with this subject no selfish 
scheme should be allowed to intervene 
and no doubtful experiment should be at- 
tempted. The wants of our people, arising 
from the deficiency or imperfect distribution of 
money circulation, ought to be fully and honestly 
recognized and efficiently remedied. It should, 
however, be constantly remembered that the in- 
convenience or loss that might arise from such a 
situataon can be much easier borne than the uni- 
versal distress which must follow a discredited 
currency. 

He says the people are entitled to sound 
and honest money,“ but does not tell how 
they are to get it. He says that money 
should be abundantly sufficient in volume,“ 
which may mean anything up to the limit of 
the fiat issues asked for by the Ocala plat- 
form. How it isto be made abundant he is 
silent on. Apparently heis willing that the 
currency of the people shall take any form 
and be issued by the several States as well as 
by the Nation, with the simple provision that 
no one can be deluded as to the certainty 
and stability of its value.“ This language 
may be construed to apply equally well to dol- 
lars worth only 50 cents each, or 25 cents, or 
even less, if the lawmakers of the Nation or 
the States think they have sufficiently 
guarded against any material change from 
that value after it has been adopted. He hints 
at an adjustment of our currency ” in which 
both gold and silver can be safely utilized 
on equal terms. But how? He has no plan 
to offer or suggest. He thinks that in the pro- 
posed reorganization of the currency “no 
doubtful experiment should be attempted,” 
but does not seem to have made up his mind 
as to whether or not the demanded Sub- 
treasury issue of untold billions of fiat money 
would be an experiment of that class, nor 
does he know if the people have too much or 
too little money now. At least if he has an 
opinion on that point he does not express it 
in his letter of acceptance. 

About the only statement to which a defi- 
nite meaning can be attached is the one in 
which Mr. Cleveland tells his fellow-Demo- 
crats that the inconvenience or loss that might 
arise from deficiency or imperfect distribu- 
tion of money circulation can be much easier 
borne than the universal distress which must 
follow a discredited currency. But even that 
tells nothing as to the kind of dollars that 
would satisfy his views of propriety and ne- 
cessity. For anything he says to the contrary 
its circulating unit might be a paper promise 
to pay a dollar containing only 25 cents’ 
worth of silver, having a purchas.ng power 
not more than a quarter as great as the dollar 
now in use, and lacking the certainty of re- 
demption which is guaranteed under existing 

rangements for all the paper money in 
the hands of the people. His condition that 
every dollar placed in their hands should be 
of the same intrinsic value or purchasing pow- 
er“ would be equally well satisfied with cheap, 
trashy dollars as with good ones of the pres- 
ent standard of value. His glittering gener- 
ality about the currency being “so regulated 
and guarded by governmental action or by 
wise and careful laws shows a woful amount 
of uncertainty on his part as to what kind of 
provision would be best. There is no specific 
statement of views on free silver, inonumetal. 
lism of either kind, bimetaliism, or the fiat 
scrip issue raised by the People’s party. The 
letter contains no intimation as to the atti- 


‘tude of the writer in regard to the repealing 


of the tax of 10 per cent on State bank issues, | 
and consequently does not tell whether or mut 
he is in favor of returning to a wildcat cur- 
rency. | 

On these important points Cleveland has 
nothing to say. He seems not to care about 
these things if the party wiil only give him 
the office he seeks. In this respect, if in no 
other, Re is a real, typical Democrat—after 
the loaves and fishes, and careless as to the 
means by which they are attained or, the 
pledges that should be given by one who 
would get hold of them. In the language of 
aman with whom he can be compared only 
by contrast, he is “willing to become all 
things unto all men,” provided he can gain 
the darling object of his ambition—the Presi- 
dency—and says nothing that could in any 
possible way indicate he has an opinion of his 
own on any more important issue than the 
force bill. 


WHICH STEVENSON? 

It will be remembered that à dispatch from 
Middletown, Conn., recently was made public 
setting forth that in 1862 the Savage Arms 
company of that place shipped 2,000 revolvers 
to the Knights of the Golden Circle at Co- 
lumbus, O., and that Gen.“ Stevenson was 
one of those who stood responsible for the 
arms was recognized as the agent of the 
K. of G. C. in the conduct of the business. 
Tux TUNE at the time. of this publication 
suggested to the Democrats the advisability of 
finding out who this Gen.“ Stevenson is, 
and if he happens to be their Gen. Adlai 
E. Stevenson, to explain what he as a lawyer 
wanted of 2,000 revolvers and what he was at 
as an agent of that disreputable organization 
known as Knights of the Golden Circle, 
Nearly a week has elapsed and no answer has 
coms. Tus TUN, therefore, with aaded 
emphasis begs the Democrats to investigate 
this matter. If it were some other Stevenson 
they certainly should clear Adlai's skirts, for 
the suspicion is a damaging one, and silence 
will be construed as giving consent. Adlai’s 
Bioomington organ should be especially alert 
in finding what Stevenson it was; and Adlai 
himself, if he can spare the time from howl-

ENGLISH PAPERS DISGUSTED WITH 
CLEVELAND’S BACKSLIDE FROM FREE 
TRADE, 

The English papers have no difficulty what- 
ever in unraveling the mearing of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s letter of acceptance. After having read 
it with a care which Americana papers did not 
bestow on it they see in it a repudiation of 
free trade and of the plank of his party.

FREE TRADE OR A PROTECTIVE TARIFF. 


Interview with the Professor of Political 
Economy at the University. 

One of the most eminent professors in the 
University of Chicago 1s J. Lawrence Laflin, 
late of Cornell University, who fills the chair 
of political economy. Thinking that Prof. 
Laflin, like Prof. Sumner, would necessarily 
teach his pupils the doctrine either of free 
trade or of a protective tariff, and advocate 
his views wherever he had an opportunity, a 
reporter for Tux Trrsunz waited on him yes- 
terday with a request that he define the posi- 
tion of the new university on this all. impor- 
tant subject. Prof. Laflin said: 

I should regard it as highly improper for 
me, at a time like this, when we are in the 
very crisis of a great national controversy 
over free trade ana protection, to commit the 
university to either side of it. At the same 
time, in refusing to do so, Iam only vontinu- 
ing the policy that I have adopted at other in- 
stitutions. My plan of teaching litical 
economy avoids any committal on the sub- 
ject of the tariff. I teach the principles of 
political economy and the facts and history of 
the tariff, but I never draw specific conelu- 
sions on disputed political issues. If during 
the present campaign any public speaker 
should make untenable assertions concerning 
the facts or the history of the tariff I should 
consider it proper for me to point them out 
to my classes. But as to committing myself 
to the protectionists or the free traders I shall 
never do it.“ 

Are you unwilling to express your opin- 
ions on the tariff unofficially?’ 

“Tam; and my reason is that as soon as 
my conclusions and convictions were known 
my teaching in the university would take on a 
partisan aspect and I would lose my influence 
as a teacher. In order for me to do my classes 


good the students must be able to confide in 


the impartial and judicial. character of iny in- 
structions. If I were an avowed protectionist 
or free trader they would attribute everything 
I said to a partisan bias. It is indispensable, 
therefore, that I should confine myself to prin- 
ciples and not deal in controverted conclu- 
sions and applications.“ 

Do you think it possible,“ queried the re- 
porter, that you should discuss the premises 
without plainly indicating the conclusions, 
and that you should lead yourclasses in an in- 
vestigation of the effects of a protective tariff 
on domestic manufactures and wages, and 
even trace the history of tariff legislation and 
agitation without plainly betraying your own 
leanings and convictions ?”’ 

“I think so; and that is the course I have 
pursued elsewhere and shall pursue here.”’

Special mentionis made of 
the various measures taken during the year to 
make the Indians self-supporting, and a grad- 
ual reduction of the issue of rations to them is 
recommended. 

Secretary Noble has approved the allot- 
ments of lands to the Seneca and the East- 
ern Shawnee Indians in the northeastern part 
of the Indian Territory. 

Emigrant Commissioner Judson H. Cross 
spent considerable time in the district of 
Wales. He is of the opinion that skilled 
workers in tin can be produced in the United 
States in two years; that there are not 80 
many secret processes in tinplate making as 
the Welshmen say; that every obstacle will be 
put in the way of emigratior of tin-workers, 
and that American employers should be shy 
of men who come from Wales, keeping in 
mind the wooden horse of Troy.

EVASION OF SHIPPING LAWS NOT A CRIME 


Goods Valued at $200,000 That Were 
Seized in San Francisco Released. 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 28.—For some 
time there has been stored in warehouses in 
this city miscellaneous freight to the value of 
$200,000, which had been seized by customs 
officers for alleged violation of the United 
States shipping laws. In order to secure 
lower rates to the coast on merchandise from 
eastern points than were otherwise obtain- 
able, because, as they claimed, of a combina- 
tion between clipper ships and railroads, some 
California shippers had resurted to the plan 
of transporting their goods from eastern 
centers to foreign points, whence they would 
be reshipped around Cape Horn in foreign 
bottoms. It was found a saving of about 
$7 per ton on all classes of freight was thus 
effected, and the method was generally 
adopted until the establishment of the pres- 
ent competing lines of clipper ships, The 
Treasury Department, despite assurances 
which the merchants claimed had previously 
been given them that such a course was not 
illegal, instructed the officials here to seize all 
such consignments. As a-result, however, of 
a decision rendered by Judge Ross of the 
United States District Court at Los Angeles, 
Cal., to the effect that the shipping law was 
not intended to apply to twodistinct vcyages, 
that while such methods of shipping goods 
were an evasion of the law yet were not pro- 
hibited by the law, and that if such evasions 
ought to be prohibited it isin order for Con- 
gress to amend the present law, the mer- 
chants have begun to take their gucds out of 
the warehouses and their bondsmen are being 
released by the customs officials. It is esta- 
mated the government has paid $10,000 in 
warehouse fees here since the seizures were 
first made.

NO MORE CHOLERA AT QUARANTINE. 


All Patients Doing Well—Normannia De- 
parts for Hamburg. 

New York, Sept. 28.—[Special. |—There are 
now no new cases of cholera at quarantine or 
in the city. All those on the islands are re- 
ported as doing well. The quarantine on 
Camp Low is likely to be lifted Monday, as it 
is now practically empty, and there are no 
more to arrive. The passengers of the Her- 
maun were to have been taken there today. 
but Dr. Jenkins sent them to Ellis Island in- 
stead with those of the Scandia. 

At 10 o’clock the Normannia, which has 
been in quarantine since its arrival Sept. 3, 
left for Southampton. It is the first of the 
big cholera ships to leave. The Rugia and 
Moravia are still discharging into lighters, 
and the fumigation of the Scandia will be 
completed today. 

It is reported that the Cunard line has re- 
fused to be responsible any longer for the 
maintenance of a lot of immigrants from 
Hamburg now in London awaiting transpor- 
tation to America by that line, for which they 
hold tickets, and that the immigrants have 
been turn out of their boarding-houses. 
They are refused admittance to workhouses 
and the police will not arrest them for san! 
tary reasons. 


RECORD OF THE PFST IN EUROPE. 


Cases of “Cholerine” Reported at Cher- 
bourg, Whence French Steamers Sail. 

Cuzersourac, Sept. 28.—Three cases of so- 
calied cholerine were reported here yesterday. 
This is now the port of arrival from and de- 
parture for New York of the General Trans- 
atlantic line steamers, the change having been 
made because of the prevalence of cholera in 
Havre. 

Havre, Sept. 28.— Four new cases of cholera 
occurred here yesterday. There were three 
deaths. 

St, Peterssura, Sept. 38.—There were re- 
ported in this city yesterday eighteen new 
cases of cholera and three deaths. Reports 
from the provinces show that the - epidemic 
continues to decrease in virulence. 

Tue Hadux, Sept. 28.—Another occupant of 
the hotel from which a drummer suffering 
with cholera was removed Monday has been 
stricken with the disease. This is the fourth 


person staying at the hotel who has been 


stricken with the plague. 

Breriin, Sept. 28.—-The price of disinfect- 
ants having been unduly raised owing to the 
cholera scare, Chancellor von Caprivi has 
ordered that the army stores sell disinfectants 
at cost price. 

Bupa Paets, Sept. 28.—Two persons suffer- 
ing with choleraic disorders were removed to a 
hospital in this city today. 

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 28.—Cases of cholera 
have been reported today in Massluis, Brielle, 
Oost vorle, Dordrecht, Rotterdam, Nym wegen, 
Gronigen, and Bois le Duc. 

Brussets, Sept. 28.—The medical authori- 
ties declare that the danger of a cholera epi- 
demicin Belgium is over.

The Carson Paper company was or- 
ganized a little more than a year ago and did 
business at No. 222 East Washington street. 
Originally B. F. Ray ran a small printing es- 
tablishment at that number. He sold out to 
his * for 54. 000, which sum has never been 
paid.

Launch of the New Fire Tug to Be Used in 
World's Fair Lagoons. 

The new fire tug to be used in the lagoons 

in the World’s Fair grounds was yesterday 

christened Fire Queen by Miss Edith Ebbert, 


niece of Fire Marshal Swenie, she breaking 


a bottle of champagne over the bow of the 
boat at Miller's ehipyards, near North Halsted 
street bridge. 

The launch of the boat was made the occa- 
sion of considerable ceremony by the city and 
World’s Fair officials. The Fire Queen will 
be the smallest of all the fire tugs and will 
draw but four teet of water, in order to enable 
it to get to all parts of the lagoons. It is 65 
feet long, 16 feet wide, and 6 feet deep, has 
two high pressure engines, 8x8 inches, and 
will not go over ten miles an hour. Size and 
speed were not wanted so much as quickness 
and handiness of handling, and both have 
been secured in the new boat. It will have 
three powerful pumps of a capacity of 1,500 
gallons per minute, and will throw one stream 
300 feet high. It will be ready for Service in 
about a month. *

TERRIBLE EXPLOSION OF POWDER. 


Possibility That a Number of Persons Were 
Killed at Busk, Colo. 

CoroRADO Sprines, Colo,, Sept. 28.—At 
midnight inteliigence was received in this city 
by officials of the Colorado Midland railroad 
stating that an explosion had occurred 
at Busk, Colo., at the mouth of 
the famous Hagerman tunnel. Nothing au- 
thentic can be learned tonight, as the dis- 

atcher is unable to call the operator at 

usk. From what can be learned 
at this hour it seems that a 
large quantity of powder was 
unloaded at Busk this afternoon and was still 
onthe station platform when the west- bound 
passenger train passed there at 10 o’clock to- 
night. Shortly after the passage of this train 
a loud explosion was heard by those 
on board the train, and the trainmen are un- 
der the impression that the powder at the 
depot had exploded and that the operator 
with quite a number of other people 
standing near by had been blown to atoms. 
The report cannot be verified until the train 
reaches Busk, which will be about daylight. 


HORTICULTURISTS EXCHANGE VIEWS. 


Reports Show a Bad Condition of the Fruit 
Crop—Timber and the Soil. 

The American Horticultural Society met at 
the Tremont yesterday and will be in session 
today. The reports of the committees showed 
that the condition of the fruig crop throughout 
the country was unusually Had except in Cali- 
fornia and New York. In Wisconsin the grape 
yield will be only 40 per cent of the average. 
President Parker Earle reviewed the growth 
of the fruit industry in the last twelve years. 
It showed that in that time the fruit product 
all over the Union had doubied. The growth 
of oranges in Florida was in its infancy adozen 
years ago; now that State supplied almost the 
whole country. Mr. Earle declared that in 
order to have the soil in its most fruitful con- 
dition at least ore-fourth of it should be de- 
voted to the cultivation of timber. Therefore 
he insisted. that it was the duty of the govern- 
ment to step in and prevent the wholesale de- 
forestation which was being carried on by the 
lumber companies,

IZAAK WALTON’S DISCIPLES PLEASED 


They Are Elated Over a Decision by the 
Arkansas Supreme Court. 


The members of the fishing and shooting 


kansas Subreme Court upholding the consti- 
tutionality of the clause in the Game law pro- 
hibiting the exportation of fish from the 
State. The decision is a moet important one, 
bearing, as it does, on the question now be- 
fore the Supreme Courts of various States. 
Game Warden Boslin thinks it all the more 
important on account of the menace to the 
law caused by contrary rulings in Idaho and 


Kansas. 

The decision declares that the act prohibit- 
ing the exportation of fish and game does not 
violate the inter-State clause of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. All decisions 
cited by the Arkansas court point to the right 
of individual ownership of fish for the benefit 
of the people in common, and that the Legis- 
lature of a State has the right to give 
power to individuals to catch fish under such 
terms and conditions as it may impose, and 
to restrict the property acquired in them to 
such an extent as it deems proper. Decisions 
cited further state that the Legislature of a 
State may prohibit *‘ catching’’ for a specified 
season, or that it may permit them to be 
caught for the use of the person who makes 
the catch and withhold the right to sell or ship 
for sale. Restrictions are imposed: by right 
of ownership, and under the limitations fish 
never pass from the State as proprietor.

Allegations That the Chicago Public Stock

Corporation Counsel Miller yesterday for 
Chief McClaughry filed in the Superivr Court 
an answer to the bill for injunction seeking to 
restrain him from interfering with the busi- 
ness of the Chicago Public Stock Exchange. 
The incorporation cf the stock exchange is 
admitted, but such incorporation, it is al- 
leged, was for the purpose of carrying on 
and permitting others to carry on a common 
gaming-house in violation of the laws of the 
State and the ordinances of the city. The 
business of buying and selling stocks, bonds, 
and securities, say the answer, is wholly for- 
eign to the place. It is said that John A. 
Webb, the Hankins brothers, Harry Romain, 
Patrick Ryan, and other well-known 
men have leased the place, and it is alleged 
to be hardly likely that they have engaged in 
the stock business. The duty of the police to 
break up all gambling resorts is cited and 
their raid of the Stock Exchange” is justi- 
fied by a quotation from the gambling stat- 
ute. it is admitted that the police threatened 
to repeat the raid should the exchange people 


poses. 
The jurisdiction of a court of equity is ques- 
tioned, and it is stated that the plaintiffs have 
an adequate remedy at law.

„Mr. Day was summoned to appear before 
this committee and asked to furnish the name 
of his clerk who had repo the violation of 
the rule to him. He declined to give the 
name, though the information he might fui- 
nish would in no way criminate him. Under 
the rules of the board a member who refuses 
to furnish uired information may be disci- 
plined, — 2 Day’s refusal to give up the 
name of his employé was carried to the direct- 
ors, with the resuit that he was suspended. 
Mr. Day was really asked no more than to 
give the source of a sérious charge against 
another member@of the Board of Trade, and 
in order that he might be clear of all embar- 
rassment Mr. Worthington advised him not 
to stand on any motive of delicacy so far as 
his house was concerned, but to act with per- 
foct independence. There was nothing else 
for the directors to do under the rules. 

Mr. Day in His Defense. 

Mr. Day’s statement in regatd to the mat- 
ter follows: 

Privilege trading has been going on on 
our board continuously, notwithstanding the 
rule against it. A few days ago I happened 
to meet one of the directors, and told him in- 
cidentally that one of my clerks had just told 
me that he knew of a trade of 150,000 ‘puts’ 
that had been made that afternoon for a 
prominent house. One of the partners of 
this house is a director of the board. I was 
asked for the name of my man, but refused to 
give it. In a day or two I was called before a 
special committee and the same question was 
asked. I again declined to answer, Yester- 
day afternoon I was brought before the full 
Board of Directors, and again declined to 
give the name of my clerk, and for this I am 
suspended for thirty days. 

**My reason for declining was that I was 
not a detective and would not be made one 
for the Board of Trade or any one else, and 
also that the communication of my clerk was 
confidential and I could not give his name 
without obliging him to betray his informant 
who is employed by the firm before nientione 
to make the trade, or else subject himself to 
discipline. In either case it would work in- 
jury to a man whose salary and means of liv- 
ing depend on his ability to go on the Board 
of Trade. The Board of Directors admits that 
there is privilege trading and that its rules 
are brokea. Members say that ‘they 
cannot stop it. I have shown them 
how it can be done and offered 
to pay the bills. They either do not wish to 
stop it or are destitute of common business 
acumen. But that they shall appear to be 
doing something they desire totry to punish 
me because I have had independence to say 
to their face what the majority of the mem- 
bers of the board believe and say behind their 
backs. The logic of the position of the di- 
rectors is, that while they claim to wish to 
stop privilege trading they make no effort to 
punish anybody but he man who tells them 
of its existence and tries to assist in stopping 
it. 

Among the members of the board the action 
of the directors met with rather harsh criti- 
cism. It was said that there had been noth- 
ing in the history of the board that would hurt 
the directors so much as this. Some of the 
friends of Mr. Day were talking of making an 
appeal to the full board to have him restered 
to the privileges of the floor. The affair has 
stirred up a great deal of feeling.

SUIT BETWEEN FORMER PARTNERS. 


Litigation in Chicago Over a Judgment 
Obtained in New York. 

William S. Williams of New York began 
suit in the Circuit Court yesterday against 
Robert Lindblom of this city and N. S. Mil- 
ler of New York on a judgment for $63,705.16 
recently obtained against them in New York 
on an accounting between them as partners of 
the firm of Robert Lindblom & Co., doing 
business on the Board of Trade from July, 
1883, to April, 1884. 

In 1886 Lindblom filed a bill for an ac- 
counting in this county and upon a reference 
the Master reported in his favor against Mil- 
ler and Williams for $12,902. Meanwhile Will- 
lains began suit in New York and secured 
the above judgment. These different results 
arose from a difference of opinion between 
the Master here and the referee in New 
York asto whether Lindblom ever contrib- 
uted his share of the capital, and whether a 
branch house of the firm doing business in 
New York ever became severed from the Chi- 
cago house, and whether Lindblom is 
liable for large losses on open trades at the 
tormation of the firm: 

The partnership articles called for $300,000 
cash capital, Lindblom and Van Kirk were 
to contribute $150,000. They put in the as- 
sets of an old firm which the new was to suc- 
ceed. Williams claims that Lindblom and 
Van Kirk were to contribute cash, and that 
the assets were not sufficient, and that the 
cash contributed by Williams and Miller is all 
that saved the old firm from failure. It 
turned out that the old firm had many open 
trades which were closed out after the organi- 
zation of the new firm ata great loss. Will. 
iams alleges that Lindblom and Vaa Kirk 
should bear that loss and not the new firm. 
Lindblom . asserts that the new firm took the 
assets and assumed the liabilities of the old 
firm. Williams was a special partner and 
contributed $75,000 in cash. The judgment 
in New York is for the return of the balance 
of his capital with interest.

Crofton, the commandant at Fort Sheridan, 
yesterday notified Gen. Miles that the cavalry 
quarters at the post were completed and ready 
for occupancy. The troops to be ordered here

Milk Is Adulterated. 

Gen. John B. Hamilton, Chairman of the 
committee appointed by the Chicago Medical 
Society to investigate the quality of milk sold 
in Chicago, has called a meeting of the com- 
mittee fog tomorrow night. The meeting will 
be held in Gen, Hamilton’s office in thé Fed- 
eral Building. The expert who has been 
analyzing numerous samples of milk pur- 
chased at various places and secured in the 
county institutions will submit the results of 
his investigations. The report will show that 
milk dealers generally have adulterated their 
milk, both with water and injurious prepara- 
tions. Recommendations for legislation in 
the line of a system of strict inspection will 
probably be made. 


To Organize a Yachting Association. 

The Chicago Yachting Association will be 
organized at the Sherman House temorrow 
evening. A committee consisting of Col. Rob- 
ert Rae, Marshall D. Wilber, and George War- 
rington has sent out several hundred invita- 
tions to all the yacht and boat clubs and 
yachtsmen generally in the city to be present. 
The new association’s purpose is to foster an 
interest in all water sports and to have a cen- 
tral organization to unite all those interests 
in a concerted movement to secure better 
harbor facilities for the World’s Fair and hold 
several regattas next season.

WATER COMING FROM WAUKESHA. 


Arrangements for Piping Hygeia Liquid to 
the World’s Fair. 

Engineer John W. Alvord of the Waukesha 
Hygeia Mineral Springs company says that by 
the ordinance which passed the Evanston City 
Council last Aonday night the length of the 
pipe-line from the springs to the Exposition 
grounds was shortened two miles, This and 
other recent alterations reduce the distance to 
102 miles. 

The amount of the overflow of the springs 
is 650,000 gallons a day, but the pipe is not ex- 
pected to conduct a half of that amount to 
Chicago. The springs, according to Mr. Al- 
vord, are 200 feet above Chicago, and there is 
a ridge eight miles this side of Waukesha 200 


feet-ittzher than the springs. It is designed 
to build a reservoir, with a capacity of 20,000 
gallons, on the top of this ridge, and force the 
water into it by pumps located at the springs. 

The reservoir on the ridge will be 416 feet 
above the Exposition grounds and will force 
the water to Chicago at the rate of 50,000 
gallons a day by mere gravity. By other ap- 
pliances three times as much can be secured 
if required. But is believed that the demand 
on the Exposition grounds will not exceed 
15,000 gallons, or 240,000 d-inks of half a pint 
each daily. The refrigerating works for cool- 
ing the water before it is sold by the glass will 
have a capacity of 100 tons of ice a day. 

The right of way of the company, going 
north, leaves the city limits at Western ave- 
nue and the Church road. It follows Western 
avenue through Evanston, where it is catled 
Asbury avenue, to the old Green Bay road, by 
which it runs to Highland Park. Beyond that 
point it passes through Lake Villa, Antioch, 
and Salem, and a little east of Rochester, III., 
and thence through Big Bend, Wis., to Wau- 
kesha. The whole route has been secured, ex- 
cept ashort stretch a few miles this side of 
Waukesha, the negotiations for which will 
probably be successful in a short time. Water

‘machinery required in electric lighting. He 


explained to the underwriters the meaning of 
The different sys- 
tems of lighting were described at length and 
the features thereof enlarged upon. The 
motor and the constant enlargement of its 
uses was taken up and the manner in which it 
should be handled was detailed. The iecturer 
then spoke in substance as follows of insula- 
tion: 

We are compelled to depend on insulation.for 
our safety —2 no inferior work should be r 
mitted. As to electric light plants the time has 
passed when any old barn or woodshed is 
enough. Station houses are well built and super- 
vision of plants has been undertaken by municipal 
authorities in many cities. The examination is yet 
far from perfect, and underwriters should join 
hands and refuse risks unless a proper installa- 
tion has been made. The national code adopted 
by the National Electro-Insurance Bureau in 
August, 1891, formed an excellent guide for insar- 
ance inspectors. 

The speaker closed by predicting that the 
advance in electricity in the past will be 
‘eclipsed in the next twenty years. Steam en- 
gines will be replaced, ponderous mills will 
be run by electrical power, the horse will be 
relieved of his burdens, and this mystery of 
nature will be an agent for heating, cooking, 
cooling, and warning the air in households. 

After the reports of the Obituary commit- 
tee had been adopted and ordered printed, 
an adjournment was taken for one year, the 
next meeting to be held in Chicago during 
the Worla’s Fair.

NORTHWESTERN LAW 


SCHOOL OPEN. 


Prospects for the Year Are Better than the 
Faculty. Anticipated, 

Work in Northwestern University Law 
School began Monday. All night classes have 
been abolished, but appearances indicate that 
the number of students will be as large as the 
officials of the school expected. The faculty 
consists of some of the ablest legal teachers 
and jurists in the Nation, and the school takes 
front rank among the law schools of the 
United States. 

The Hon. Seymour D. Thompson, LL. D., 
of St. Louis, Mo., reached Chicago Saturday 
and commenced his work Monday, lecturing 
to the juniors on trials and to the seniors on 
corporations. He expects to lecture twice a 
day during the next two weeks. He is an 
acknowledged authority on the subjects which 
he treats. 

All of the new professors are on hand. Prof. 
Huffcut has entered on the discharge of his 
duties. He is a graduate of Cornell Universi. 
ty. Prof. Nathan Abbott, a graduate of Yale, 
has likewise commenced his work. Prior tb 
his call to the University of Michigan Mi. 
Abbott practiced law in Boston. His success 
in the Michigan Law School was so marked 
that the authorities of Northwestern deter- 
mined to bring him to Chicago. He is the 
secretary of the faculty and gives his whole 
attention to the school. 

Prof. Harriman, a Harvard graduate, met 
his classes for the first time Monday. His 
work this term embraces the subjects of evi- 
dence and contracts. John Maynard Harlan, 
professor of real property law, is a graduate 
of Princeton and of the Columbia College 
Law School. He isa son of Justice Harlan 
of the Supreme Court, and is well known to 
the bar of this city. He gave instruction in 
the schooi last year, and was eminently suc- 
cessful as an instructor.

THE ONDERDONK TUNNEL ALMOST 
IN SHAPE FOR USF, 


Just a Little Cleaning Up to Be Done and 
Gates to Be Placed in Position Before 
Water Will Flow Between Its Walls— 
The Drainage Board Decides to Hire 
Assistants for Its Attorney—Sanitary 
Suggestions from Dr. Reilly- Municipal 


News. 

It is expected that the Onderdonk tunnel, 
connecting the Fourteenth street pumping 
station with the new four-mile crib will be 
completed and the gates opened within ten 
days. By the last of next week or the first of 
tne week following it shoula be supplying the 
people of Chicago with pure Lake Michigan 
water taken so far from the mouth of the 
sewage-laden Chicago River that there will be 
no danger of contamination. Commissioner 
of Public Works Aldrich said yesterday that 
the work was practically complete and that as 
soon as the tunnel is thoroughly cleaned and 
gates put in the connecting tunnels the pumps 
could be started. 

The scarcity of water north of Thirty-ninth 
street and in the neighborhood ot the lake is 
due to the closing down of the pumping sta- 
tion at Fourteenth street. The tunnel con- 
necting the Onderdonk at the foet of Park 
row with the Fourteenth street pumping sta- 
tion is now being cleaned and some minor 
repairs made. 

The system of sending water through the 
land tunnels is to be changed with the advent 
of the new tunnel. The present system in- 
cludes a land tunnel running from the Chicago 
pumping station through by way ofthe pump- 
ing station at Harrison and Jefferson streets 
to Twenty-second street and Ashland avenue. 
There is a second tunnel running from Har- 
rison and Jefferson streets under the city to 
Peck court, where it turns south, connecting 
with the Onderdonk tunnel and the Fourteenth 
street pumping station. It is the intention to 
cut out the tunnel running from the Harrison 
and Jefferson street station to the Fourteenth 
street station at Park row and abandon it 
temporarily. When it has been putin thorough 
repair connecting gates will be put in and 
if there is need of it it will be used. 

At the Fourteenth street station the three 
new pumps, havi a combined capacity of 
40,000,000 gallons daily, are in place and will 
be ready for service by the time the new tun- 
nel is opened. When they are put in opera- 
tion there should be a cessation of complaints 
of an insufficient water supply. They will 

ive relief to the Chicago avenue station, and 

yde Park and the Town of Lake will have 
all the water belonging to them, part of which 
is now going to the householders north of 
Thirty-ninth street. 

City Engineer Clark has been away from 
his office a good deal of late and work has 
been delayed in consequence.

Drainage Commissioners to Hire Legal

The Drainage Board held its regular weekly 
meeting yesterday.

Clerk Judge reported 122 men on the pay 
rolls. The amendments to the rules and reg- 
ulations which were reported at the last meet- 
ing were adopted. 

Mr. Cooley of the Engineering committee 
made a report of progress in the matter of 
temporary relief for the city by the proposed 
alterations of the old canal channel. 

A rule was adopted requiring the head of 
each department to tile a report foe the infor- 
mation of the commission, concerning the fit- 
ness of each employé to fill his position. 

The attorney of the board was empowered 
to employ as occasion requires a head assist- 
ant attorney at $3,600 a year, an assistant at- 
torney at $3,000, and an assistant attorney at 


1,500, 

Dr. Reiily, Secretary of the State Board of 
Health, in response to a request made by Mr. 
Cooley, submitted suggestions as to the meth- 
ods of preserving good sanitation in the field 
of operations. He recommended the ap- 
pointment of a Sanitary Superintendent, to 
whom should be referred all matters relating 
to the pclicing of the camp, sewage arrange- 
ments, and water supply. Fe suggested also 
the erection of temporary hospitals for the 
treatinent of sickness in the field. The mat- 
ter was referred to the Engineering commit- 
tee. The committee reported that there was 
no necessity for immediate action. 


Planning to Rent the Lake- Front. 

Controller May yesterday unfolded part of 
his plans regarding the Lake-Front. It 
would be a good place for warehouses,” he 
remarked, referring to the proposition to rent 
the land between Randolph and Madison 
streets. The ordinanve he introduced in the 
Council Monday night, the Controller says, 
was intended to provide for temporary rental. 
But.“ he added, if we could lease it fora 
term of years the city would derive a needed 
revenue. I am not sure but that is the thing 
todo. The property in that locality is needed 
for business. An alley could be run through 
the land, giving two frontages. Rentals could 
be arranged on the plan adopted for school- 
fund property.“ 


To Widen the Tunnels. 

Ald. Gosselin is considering the advisability 
of introducing into the Council Monday night 
an order directing the cable companies using 
the tunnels to widen the spaces between the 
rails and the walls. The space is now so 
narrow,“ said the Alderman, that it is dan- 
gerous for passengers who are riding on foot- 
boards. Eleven persons have been killed in 
the West Side tunnel and the North Side one 
is not much better. If the Law Department 
advises that the Council has jurisdiction I 
shall bring in an order directing the com- 
panies to make the change.“

RECENT DEATH OF JOHN c. VAUGHAN. 


— 


An Old and Noted Abolitionist Passes 
Away—Anti-Slavery Reminiscences. 

Cleveland Leade~, Sept. 27: The death of John 
C. * aughan, announced in a Cincinnati special to 
this paper yesterday, removes one of the pioneers 
of Ohio journalism who once occupied a wide 
field of usefulness in this city. He died at the 
Old Men s Home at Walnut Hills, Cincinnati, at 
the ripe age of 36 years. He had passed the de- 
clining years of his life at that institution, 
Nine late Edwin Cowles 
learned Vaughan had reached 
a condition where he was unable to work 
and provided with no fixed means of living. The 
two men had been associated in journalism early 
in the fifties, and Mr. Cowles immediately applied 
himself to relieve the wants of his oid fellow- 
editor. After remitting to Mr. Vaughan sufficient 
means to supply his temporary wants Mr. Cowles 
hea a subscription by a generous sum, for- 
warded the paper to a nu r of his friends, and 
in a few weeks secured th necessary means to 

lace the venerable journalist in the home where 

passed his remaining years beyond the reach 
of want. [Mr. Medill of Chicago furnished half 
the sum. ] 

The older citizens of Cleveland will remember 
the large manly form, the bright active intellect, 
and the generous, impulsive nature of John C. 
9 [born in South Carolina and read law 
in Charleston in the office of John C. Calhoun]. 
The years that he spent in Cleveland were years 
of active and conspicuous usefulness. Coming 
here in 1847 from Cincinnati, where he had been 
engaged in editing the Gazette, he was one of the 
founders of the True Democrat. a paper which 
maintained that true Jeffersonian ——— 
was 2 to the extension of slavery. From 
Cleveland he went to Chicago in 1855, where 
with Joseph Medill, he was one of the founders of 
THE Caicaco Tersungas a Republican paper. 

He lived there about two years and then went to 
avenworth, Kas., where he ided nearly a 
ae of a century, acting of the time as 
udge of a City Court}. He was an active mem- 
ber of the Free Soil party—and he only lacked 
ne chon 40 „ 
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in a few weeks Medill had the name ch 
the Leader.] But Mr, Medill was not satistiec 
apend his life in Cleveland, During the winter of 
1554 Horace Greeley had visited Cleveland, and in 
a long interview in the Leader editorial rooms he 
talked with enthusiasm upon the t future of 
Chicago, advising Mr. Medill to sell out and move 
to that city. This advice was soon acted upon, 
and Mr. Medill has since been the editor and priu- 
cipal owner of Tug Carcaco Tao. Mr. 
Cowles continued as the proprietor of the 
Leader Coane the remainder of his life. 

The death of Mr. Vaughan revives many recol- 
lections in connection with his work of far reach- 
ing historical importance. At the period when 
he was in Cleveland the slave power had more 
than ever before become the t controlling 
factor in the arty. The fugitive 
slave law had in this city and in 
Boston, and Vaughan, Edwin Cowles, Daniel 
Tilden, R. C. Parsons, and others held almost 
daily conferencés upon the means of effecting an 
organization that wouid cover the entire North 
and West in the interest of human freedom. 

[After the defeat of Gen. Scott in 1852the Forest 
Jity had a series of articles in favor of organizing a 
new party on the platform of resistance to the 
aggressions of the slave power which completely 
dominated the Democratic party, and calling it 
National Republican party. After the union 
with Mr. Vaughan’s True Democrat in 1853 the 
consolidated concern continued to advocate the 
same ideas. 

One evening in the s ring of 1855 Meters. John 
C. Vaughan, Joseph Medi „ Edwin Cowles, J. F. 
Keeler, Richard C. Parsons, R. P. n Ed- 
ward Wade, John Barr. H. B. Hurlbut. Hiram 
Griswold, and two more, names forgotten, met in 
the Leader editorial rooms and organized the Re- 
publican party. Mr. Daniel R. Tilden was pres- 
ent at all the previous meetings of these gentle- 
men, but was unavoidably absent on this occa- 
sion. This meeting resulted in the calling of the 
first Republican convention ever held. It assem- 
bled in Pittsburg in February, 1855, and paved the 
way for the consolidation of the Whig, Know- 
Nothing, Anti-Slavery Democrat, and Free Soil 
parties under the Republican nner—and the 
triumphant election of Abraham Lincoln followed 
in 1860. * this Cleveland organization in 
April, 1855, Republican organizations sprang up 
everywhere in the North. The name and idea 
took like wildfire. ] 

Of these first organizers of the rr par- 
ty Messrs. Griswol Spalding. Wade, and Par- 
sons were lawyers. Mr. Keeler was a manufact- 
urer, Mr. Huribut a banker, Mr. Barr a Justice 
of the Peace, Medill, Cowles, and Vaughan edit- 
ors, representing among them the most impor- 
tant pursuits of life. All are now dead, we believe 
except Medill, Parsons, and Keeler, Several of 
them rose to prominence in the party they found- 
ed. Mr. Wade,a brother of the great Senator 
Wade, served ten years in Congress. Mr. Joseph 
Medill has wou a national reputation as editor of 
a paper which has always been ono of the power- 
ful forces of the party he helped to organize. Mr. 
Hurlbut died a few years a millionaire, 
leaving to the City of Cleveland the means to es- 
tablish an art galle Col. Parsons, who is still 
an active citizen of Cleveland, was the first Re- 

ublican Speaker of the Ohio House. He has 

u a member of Congress and held several of- 
tices at home and abroad. Hiram Griswold was 
an able lawyer, an eloquent speaker, and a man 
of very comentnnsag presence. He died in Kan- 
sas, where he moved 9 the first Repub- 
lican campaign. Daniel Tilden served one 
term in Congress, and held the office of Probate 
Judge of this county for thirty-five years, until 
within a short time of his death. Rufus 
Spalding, originally a Democratic leader, besides 
holding the office of Judge, served 
two terms in Congress, and was always a 
man of great influence in this community. Edwin 
Cowles edited the Leader up to within a few 
months of his death and exerted a potent influ- 
ence in — 1 the public opinion in Ohio which 
strengthened the policy of Abrabam Lincoln in 
the cause of human freedom. He was one of the 
very successful 2 of the country. 

John C. Vaughan, the last one of these great and 
useful men to die, was a warm-hearted, patriotic 
gentleman, endowed with rare intelligence, always 
responsive to an appeal for help, and moved in 
all his acts for the good of others rather than for 
himself. [Reared in South Carolina, he became 
an anti-slavery man and emancipated all his 
slaves and came North, where he edited anti-slav- 
ery journals many vears.] Of the small band who 
met with him to organize for the great war for 
the Union and human dom, he was the only 
one who died poor. But he dies rich in the bless- 
ings of all who knew him, and his namie will ever 
be cherished in grateful remembrancé by all who 
learn of his life work.

Gen. Miles was able yesterday to make pub- 
lic the route of the civic parade on the 
occasion of the World’s Fair dedicatory exer- 
cises.

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STICK TO HIGH RATES 


WESTERN TRAFFIC COMMISSION- 
ERS PREVENT REDUCTIONS. 


The Efforts of the Rock Island to Give 
Colorado People Low Rates Are De- 
feated—Violation of the Inter-State Law 
to Be Count ced—The Indicted Rail- 
road Officials Will Soon Be Tried—The 
Burlington's Earnings for August Show 
a Decided Improvement, 


Several months ago the Rock Island dis- 
covered that the Santa Fé and Missouri Pacific 
were cutting west- bound rates to Colorado 
points about 38 per cent. In accordance with 
its policy to meet all secret rates with open 
ones so as to keep within the requirements of 
the Inter-State law, it made a proposition to 
the ‘Trans-Missouri Association to put in 
tariffs to meet the cut rates made by its com- 
petitors, The proposition was voted down by 
the association and the Rock Island took an 
appeal to the Commissioners of the Western 
Traffic Ass ciation. The decision of the latter 
was against the Rock Island, and the reason as- 
signed by the Commissioners for their action 
was that it was their duty to preserve the 
revenue of the roads, no matter whether some 
of the roads were secretly cutting the rates or 
not. Thereupon the Rock Island gave the re- 
quired ninety days’ notice that it would put 
the reduced rates in effect, notwithstanding 
the adverse decision of the Board of Commis- 
sioners, 1 

The new tariff was put in effect July 22 by 
the Rock Island, and other lines were then 
authorized to make the same rates. in order 
to injure the Rock Island, other roads spread 
the report that it was discriminating against 
Colorado shippers by naking lower rates on 
west-bound traffic to Colorado points than on 
east-bound traffic from Colorado points, and 
to set itself right with its patrons, it proposed 
at a meeting of the Trans-Missouri Assovia- 
tion to make the rates east-bound the same as 
those west- bound. All the roads interested 
voted fur the proposition but one, and that one 
vote was sufficient to defeat it. Consequently 
the Rock island took an appeal to the Com- 
missioners of the Western Traffic Association. 
Wednesday the lattér fileda long and elabog- 
ate opinion denying the right of the Rock 
island to reduce east-bound rates froin Colo- 
rado points, 

The opicion of the Commissioners concluded 
as follows: ! 

So far as the rates upon the numbered and let- 
tered classes are concerned, claim is made that 
east-bound rates should be reduced to the same 
figures now in effect upon west, bound rates, upon 
the ground that rates in both directions should be 
alike. The Commissioners, bowever, are aware 
of no rule of law or of reason which necessarily 
requires trates in both directions should 
identical. In the present case the west-bound 
rates were not reduced as being in themselves too 
high, but for the reason, as stated, that other 
lines were not maintaining the rates previously in 
existence. No such claim is made as to the east- 
bound rates. In fact, traffic which moves east- 
bound from Colorado under the class rates is very 
little, amounting to an — small percent- 
age of the total movement. It is also claimed 
that the grading of the west-bound rates as now 
in effect is in some raspects unreasonable, and 
that to adopt the samefigures east-bound would 
only extend the incorrect adjustment. 

The reductions shown in the June tariffs do 
not seem in all respects to have been systematic- 
ally made, and the fact that lower figures exist 
west-bound is not necessarily a reason for put- 
ting the same identical figures in operation in the 
other direction. The Colorado traffic is not 
large, and none of the roads participating therein 
were realizing an extravagant profit even under 
the rates as they existed priof to June last. A 
large reduction in the revenues’ of the lines 
was then accomplished with the avowed purpose 
of attempting to correct irregular methods on 
the part of the competitors of the line respon- 
sible for the reduction. In view of subsequent 
occurrences the result of this effort can hardly 
be called satisfactory. and the present applica- 
tion to reduce east-bound rates without any 
showing whatever that the present rates are too 
high does not meet with the approbation of the 
Commissioners, especially in view of the other 
consideratidns above referred to. The entire ap- 
plication, therefore, must be denied. 


WiLL SOON COME UP FOR TRIAL, 


All Indicted Railroad Officials and Others 
to Be Heard in October, 

District-Attorney Milchrist has determined 
to bring before the October term of the 
criminal branch of the United States District 
Court all the undisposed railroad cases where 
indictments have been returned for manip- 
ulating and giving illegal freight rates. These 
cases reach back nearly two years and are 
nearly adozen in number. Mr. Milchrist ex- 
pects a big fight on the part of the railroad 
agents who were indicted. 

The results of his determination to push the 
cases will depend largely upon the action of 
the witnesses, some of whom, it is expected, 
will take refuge behind the decision of the 
Supreme Court in the Counselman case and 
refuse to testify. The indictments will also 
be attacked, and attempts wili be made to 
quash them. 

Those whose cases will be disposed of are 
J. M. Johnson, General Freight Agent of the 
Rock Island road, who was indicted on the 
charge of giving Charles Counselman rebates 
on grain shipments; Thomas Miller, General 
Freight Agent of the Burlington road, in- 
dicted on the charge of payi rebates to 
shippers; John Long, Traffic Manager of the 
lliinois Steel company, who was alleged to 
have gotten illegal rates for this company; 
George S. Spriggs, General Freight Agent of 
the Nickel Plate, who was indicted a year ago 
for granting illegal and preferential rates to 
Swift & Co., the packers; all of the members 
of the firm ot Swift & Co., who were indicted 
in connection with the same matter; and 
Firmnichs Brothers of lowa, who were in- 
dicted for obtaining illegal rates to North- 
western points.

TO COMPETE WITH RAILROAD STEAMERS, 


A Fleet of Whalebacks After the Immense 
Grain and Merchandise Trade. 

A fleet of whaleback steamers will enter 
into active competition next season with the 
railroad propeller lines between Chicago and 
Buffalo for the immense trade in merchandise, 
flovr, pork, and other heavy freights which 
form the bulk of the shipments between Chi- 
cago and the seaboard. Two steamers for 
this service are now already under construc- 
tion by the American Steel Barge company at 
West Superior, and five or six more will be 
commenced as soon us there is room in the 
whaleback yards there, 

These merchandise steamers are 265 feet 
long and 38 feet wide, and will carry 100,000 
bushels of wheat. At present the geueral 
merchandise traffic between Chicago and the 
lower lakes is monopolized by the steamer 
lines directly owned or in control of the 
trunk lunes. The steamers for the Chicago- 
Buffalo trade would be launched next month. 
They have seven ports on each side, and will 
be so arranged that freight can be run in any 
part of the boat through these ports. 

Capt. Keith said that the new passenger 
steamer for the World's Fair would be 
launched about Dec. 1. Over 300 men are 
working on the boat at present. More than 
half the frames are up and the steel plates 
were being put on.

He Claims That He Organized the Concern 
and Secured the Ground Lease and 
Plans for the Great World’s Fair Hos- 
telry, and He Asks the Court to Help 
Him Get $25,000 for His Trouble — 
Action Taken to Compel a Report— 
Notes and the Record. 

A suit was begun yesterday in the Superior 
Court in which the officers of the Chicago 
Beach Hotel company are made defendants. 
The plaintiff, William H. Woolums, seeks to 
recover from Clement L. Eaton and Nelson 
Chapman $25,000 for services rendered. 

The Beach Hotel concern is the one now 
erecting a mammoth hotel on Pifty-first street. 
„ Woolums,” said Attorney Langworthy, “ is 
the man who started that project. In Novem- 
ber last he conceived the idea of a large hotel 
on Fifty-first street for the World's Fair. 

In pursuance of this plan he obtained a 
lease of the premises on which the hotel is 
now being built. Then he set about getting 
moneyed. people interested in the scheme. 
Eaton, Chapman, Warren F. Leland, and oth- 
ers consented to furnish the money. They, 
however, met, unknown to Woolums, and or- 
ganized the company. Chapman was made 
President and Eaton Secretary. Woolums 
was left out in the cold. He now wants 
$25,000 for getting the lease and furnishing 
the plans for the hotel.” 


* Petition for a Full Report. 

Through attorneys yesterday the firm of 
Isaac Danziger Bros. of Syracuse, N. Y., filed in 
the County Court a petition for a citation against 
Louis Weber, the assignee of the defunct firm of 
Ignatz Jetzinger. The petition states that the 
firm owed the petitioners, at the time of the fail- 
ure. $1,028 for goods and merchandise. They al- 
lege on information and belief that the transfer 
of the firm's assets ta Weber was fraudulent and 
want the court to compel Weber to file an inven- 
tory and a valuation aud report of his proceed- 
ings. , 


Suit Over a Cattle Deal. 

Nelson Morris began an assumpsit suit in the 
Circuit Court to recover $20,000 damages from the 
Aztec Lant and Cattle company. Mr. Morris 
loaned $30,000 to the defendant company and took 
as security 25.000 head of cattle, which were to be 
fed and pustured by the company. The cost of 
feeding and pasturing the c{tle amounted to 
$13,000, and they were subsequently sold at a much 
smuller figure, and this suit is brought to recover 
the differente.

NORTH CHICAGOSTREET CARSTOCK 
WILL GEI TEN PER CENT. 


Steck Market Opened Decidedly Weak and 
Closed Bucyant—Leading Speculative 
Markets at Chicago Not So Active and 
Rather Irregular in Action—Wheat and 
Other Grain Easy at a Decline—Provis- 
ions Higher—General Commercial and 
Financial News from Other Centers, 


The dividend rate on North Chicago Street rail- 
road stock is to be increased. It is given out on 
high authority that the directors will at the 
meeting next Saturday increase the rate to 10 per 
cent. This decision has been practically settled 
and the directors will merely ratify it. There 
has been some talk of even a larger increase than 
that, but it is probable that 10 per cent will be 
considered large enough, as this is the second in- 
crease this year, and the hope will be held out of 
another incroase in January if present large earn- 
ings are maintained. Not many traders on the 
floor yesterday bad any authoritative knowledge 
of the increase, but the few who did bid up prices 
toward the close. North Chicago opened at 30K 
and in sympathy with a generally weak market 
declined to 248. fhe revival in the afternoon 
was sharp and carried the stock up to 255% for 
the second Wan and that price was bid for 
more. 

West Chicago was heavy at the opening and for 
a time it looked asif there might be impending 
another big slump. The stock went off to 197% 
and the market in the forenoon was exceedingly 
duil and rather nervous. The stock sympathized 
with the strength in North Side later, and there 


was a decided change in the tone at the second 
call. Prices were bid up to 203 for the second ac- 
count, 1— at that flgure. There is considera- 
ble talk he about an increased dividend on 
the West Side, and it is quite generally ex oected 
that such an increase will be made, although that 
has not yet been as definitely decided as the North 
Side increase. 
American Strawboard stock was heavy under 
the publication of news regarding the demoral- 
ization in the market for the strawboard prod- 
uct. Lhe stock closed Tuesday at 77%. The 
opening yesterday was 74% and the brokers fell 
over each other to get rid of stock. The price 
went off to 73, but toward the close rallied and 
the last quotation was the same as the opening 
one, 1 fo for the account. A large number of 
147 — mill representatives are in the city. 
hat the result of their conference will and 
whether or not they will succeed in patching up 
the old agreement so that prices can be main- 
tained no one can say. The conference has not 
gone far enough yet to throw much light on the 
question. Most uf those who are here have had 
enough fighting and would be glad to fix up the 
agreement and restore prices, but the ‘difficulty 
in the way is the fact that there are several 
mills with a capacity large enough to make them 
of much importance which are out of the com- 
bination altogether. Another difficulty is met 
with in the attitude of three of the principal 
boxmakers in the East, who declare that unless 
prices are kept down to what they consider a rea- 
sonable limit, and that means at a basis far below 
the scheduled rates of the combination. they will 
build a strawboard mill of their own. This 
threat bas been answered by the strawboard peo- 
le with a counter-threat of building some box 
actories, and altogether there seems to be ma- 
terial for a bitter tight with little profit to either 
arty. There continue to be indications that the 
insiders ir the American Strawboard company 
are te of the stock, but those indications 
oer 1 N Tue insiders, at least, are 
talking in a bullish strain regarding prospects and 
express co id dence that the agreement will be 
fixed 2 d prices restored. 
Another of the Moore stocks offered an exam- 
file of conspicuous weakness, although there is 
ittle or no trading in it. Bids for New York Bis- 
cuit stock have been steadily declining for some 
days, and yesterday they fell off sharply, possibl 
in sympathy with the weakness in Strawboard. 
The sett price was fixed at 50, which is the 
lowest settlement price ever made on the stock. 
The Breweries were still dull, but showed some 
firmness. A good many traders believe that there 
is a short interest in these stocks and are prhdiet- 
ing better prices on that score. There were 
stronger indications of a short interest 
in the account trading than have 
ever before been seen at the last of the month. 
Unusual differences were paid for the transfer 
from the tirst to the second account, and the atti- 
tude of people who desire to make such a transfer 
is generally construed to mean a considerable 
short interest.

The explanation of the falling offt in earnings 
of the Street's Stable Car company has been the 
decrease in cattle receipts.

Census Figures on Youthfal Offenders, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 27.—Census Bulletin 
201 relates to the 14,846 inmates of juvenile re- 
formatories. It shows the offenses charged 
against them and compares those with the of- 
fenses charged against the 82,329 adult prisoners. 
The bulletin says: „Nearly one-half of the of- 
fenses of youthful delinquents appear to be 
against social order, but of adults less than one- 
fourth. The offenses against property in adults 
are 45.8 per cent, but in children and youth only 
30.4 per cent of the entire number. The offenses 
against the person in adults are 21 per cent, but 
in children and youth only 2.1 per cent, or about 
one-tenth as many. The social peril of juvenile 
crime is in its irregularity, not in its audacity. 
Itis the promise of future peril rather than a 
present danger.”’
